Ejaiid Grabbing ana Grabbers. 


The Commissioner of the General Land 


Office, on the 19th of January, transmitted 
to the House of Eepresentatives a tabular 
statement of the quantity of land given 
away, mostly for railroad purposes. There 
are 210,200,508 acres, a vast domain, in the 
aggregate, passed from the hands of .the 
people, whose It was, into the possession of 
corporations. None, or next to none, has 
been sold at tho government prices, but at 
rates higher, some as High 33 one hundred 
dollars an acre. The value to the parties 
receiving these gifts will probably average 
some ten dollars an acre, which will give an 
aggregate at $2,103,002,060, a sum so vast 
that the transactions may be accounted as 
a little short of robbery. 
What adds to the 


enormity of this plundering of tho people, 
is tho fact that Congressmen have been in- 
terested in the grants, and there are men 
now holding seats in Congress who have 
great interests in the favored corporations, 
and hence are to share in tho plunder.— 


Pomoroy, who was President of. one road 
which received 3,000,000 acres, besides hav- 
ing an interest in others. 
He is not the 


only Congressman who has shared 
tho 


plunder. Some found the Union Pacific a 
rich placer, whose managers extorted from 
the government great largesses, then bunt 
the road for loss than was anticipated, pock- 
eting some thirty millions of dollars. 


Bitt Congressional and corporate rap.icity 


is not satiated yet. There are now before 
Congress sixlecn bills which have passed 
tho Senate and are now pending in the 
House making large appropriations of land. 
There have also been introduced In the House 
forty-four 
bills all nnnropriatlng largely, 


how much in the aggregate we cannot say. 
Some of them are oldscheces which have 
been before Congress two or throe tiragj.but 
now are revamped. One of them.the Central 
Branch Union Pacific, which is one of Sena- 
tor Porneroy's pets, has been lumbering along 
since 1800. It has been killed several times, 
but lias reappeared as often. Tbe Senator 
means It shall not stay dead, Ho vitalizes it 
for he has an intense longing to manipu- 
late the land and to add to his over plethoric 
purse. Wiiile Congress Is in Iho way of in- 
vestigating, there being ten or a dozsn pro- 
gressing, would it; not be well for it, one 
branch or the other, to sec how much of 
this liberal legislation in the interest of cor- 
porations is due to jobbery and the partici- 
pation of cither Senators or Representatives.

html, the authors hoping to push the bill 
tlmingh without Ihe jo!i il contains being 
liiscovcrd. It is well known thatmany bills 
are not cloftly examined, 
The title and

this it is hoped may not ba discovered be- 
fore the bill has become a law, when the 
corporation may snap their fingers at the 
honest, but careless members, and tho peo- 
ple.

COUKT OF JUSTICES.—James .Benson was 


walgued before this court, this morning, 
under tho "Act for Ilia more ell'ectual pre- 
vention ol cruelty to auimala," for failing to 
provide "proper food, drink, shelter or pro- 
tection from I ln> weather," for a horse which 
he owned and which bo turned cut, during 
the winter, upon the marsh laud near the 
second beach, where the horse after consid- 
erable sufi'aring,died. The respondent was 
adjudged guilty and sentenced to pay a line 
offivc dollars and costs. 


It appeared in evidencs In tho course of 


tho trial of this case that certain parlies are 
accustomed to turn their horses out in the 
inhospitable region of the hanging rocks, 
during the winter, with no shelter and no 
food nxcspt what is from time to time car- 
ried over there. In tho severe weather of 
such a season as our winter just past, a 
great deal of suffering must, of course, be 
entailed upon animals thus turned out to 
browse without shelter and only the food 
which they can sot from the ina'rsh.wlilcu is, 
a good part of thj time, covered with snow, 
and otherwise unavailable for the purposes 
ol pasturage.- There havo died over there, 
this season, several horses from cold and 
starvation. This is inhuman, and it la well 
to ha«e a law to meet tbe offenses of this 
kind, and it miy ba well for all paople tb 
know,that dipt, flunmond has been ap- 
pointed by tlu society for the prevention of 
cruelty to auiuuls, of this state, agent for 
making complaint and prosecuting violations 
ol the law in this vicinity, and, also, that the 
Court.of Justices by the provisions of the 
"act" have power to InBiot a tine to the 
amount of two hundred and fifty dollars or 
less, at discretion, and to punish by impris- 
onment, or by both flne and- impr.isonmont.
